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THE WORLD WILL KNOW next 
month if convicted conspiralor James 
MeCord’s book Watergate Sanctions 
lives up to the promise of its five-page 
working outline. .

(C. Arnholt Smith, a 
Nixon friend and campaign eontribu- 
for, is the subieet of an SEC civil suit 
filed May 81 in San Diego. He is selling 
the San Diego Padres to a group of 
Washington businessmen for $12 mil- 
licn.) 

McCord said in the interview that 
hell also write about his “working 
relationship” with John and Martha 
Mitchell, about John W. Dean JY, and 
about “the things that I experienced 
in facing the cover-up situations and 
fhe pressure that was hrought to 
bear.” According to his puldisher Td- 
ward Uhlan, owner of Ixposition 
Press, the manuscript is written ex- 
cept for two chapters: ‘One is on Dean 
and the kicker will be Mitchells.” 


Whether James McCord supplies 
the substance {a make his book as 
staying as its outline remains to be 


seen. But ccriainly he signed on June
